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Site plan for new elementary school at the North End. 
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Sunrise Status Still Uncertain

Tempers flared at the June 
14 regular council meeting 
as council and citizens dis¬ 
cussed a petition seeking to 
stop construction of the 
planned elementary school at 
the North End. Several res¬ 
idents watching on cable be¬ 
came so agitated that they 
ran down to join the crowd 
of approximately 25 citizens 
in the council room. In the 
end council had no interest 
in blocking construction of 
the new school. They did, 
however, agree to take the 
petitioners’ and speakers’ 
concerns into account ii\ fu¬ 
ture city discussions with 
county officials and the 
school board. In addition, 
copies of the petition and 
the minutes of the meeting 
will be sent to the county 

and school board. 

The petition, with 104 signa¬ 
tures, was presented by Sherry 
Lymv Brooke Garten of 11 court 
Laurel Hill Road. The words 
“Just write NO! This petition 
is to stop the deforestation and 
destruction of Greenbeit” are 
written across the top, while the 
bottom of the sheet bears the 
words “NO! New School at 
North End.” 

History 

In June 1989 Greenbelters ap¬ 
proved a $3 million bond issue to 
finance a community center. In 
a nonbinding, advisory question 
voters preferred to house the 
center at Center School and to 
permit the school board to con¬ 
struct a new school on the old 
North End School site, which 
Is currently owned by the city. 
Both votes were decided by few¬ 
er than 75 votes. 

After several planning meet¬ 
ings in July and August 1989 
involving teachers, architects and 
citizens, a one-story design was 
selected for the new school. After 
complaints about the number of 
trees to be cut down, the soccer 
field was realigned and a pro¬ 
posed baseball field eliminated. 
In April 1990 when the boun¬ 
daries of the school, ballfield and 
property were staked out, resi¬ 
dents in the 11 court of Laurel 
Hill Road discovered that the 
proposed wooded buffer would be 
in the middle of what they were 
using as their back yards. Archi¬ 
tect R. C. Garcia then realigned 
soccer field and playground a- 
way from residents’ fenced in 
areas. 

While the design and site plan 
for a school are the responsibil¬ 
ity of the school board with citi¬ 
zen input, the board cannot 
proceed until the city turns over 
the property. 

Becoming Aware 

Garten, along with several oth¬ 
er speakers at the June 14 meet¬ 
ing said that she had been un¬ 
aware of the planning meetings 
or the decision to build a one- 
story facility until the April site 


tours. Now that the citizens are 
aware, she said, we’re hoping 
“that you’ll become aware and 
help us.” 

Garten then urged council to 
block construction of the planned 
school until a new referendum 
can be hHd. Voters, she argued, 
did not know that the school 
board planned a one-story fa¬ 
cility, that a stormwater reten¬ 
tion pond might be needed on the 
site and how great the impact 
would be on the community. 

Liane Holder said that she and 
her husband had attended the 
meeting at which the decision 
to go to a one-story school was 
made. However, she said that 
they did not the impact 

this decision would have on the 
site. The edge of the school 
building will run approximately 
15 feet from the OHT property 
line of the nearest Research Road 
homes. (See site plan.) Holder 
said the teachers insisted that 
a one-story facility would be 
best, and that “there were more 
of them than us.” 

It is frustrating, said Holder, 
that many people “are only now 
waking up to exactly what is 
going to happen.” 

Jean Lombardo said that she 
had attended a February meet¬ 
ing about the school but got the 
impression that plans for the 
school were “set.” 

Green Space 

Speakers were also concerned 
about the loss of green space. 
The school, entrance drive, play¬ 
grounds and soccer field are all 
closely grouped on the land. 
Nevertheless, they will require 
the clearing of one acre of woods. 

The new building will be set 
further back from Ridge Road 
than the existing one, so that 
buses can discharge students in 
a more protected area. County 
officials notified Garcia in May 
that they will probably require 
construction of a stormwater re¬ 
tention nond on the site. How¬ 
ever, City Manager James K. 
Giese said that this decision is 
not final. 

Rodney Roberts charged coun¬ 
cil with a lack of toughness in 
fighting to protect the trees on 
the site, despite campaign prom¬ 
ises to protect the environment. 
While he felt that council should 
go with the citizens’ vote to 
place the school at the North 
End, he argued that no one voted 
for a one-story building, which 
he said was too large for the 
site. 

Which Site? 

Anne Arundel County teacher 
Judith Cornett noted that resi¬ 
dents had just finished a fight 
to protect city woodlands. She 
argued that the county should 
design a school that “doesn’t de¬ 
stroy what we’ve just fought to 
save,” 

Don’t blame the voters, said 
Joe Kubican. The vote on where 
to locate the community center, 
which determined where the new 
school would be placed, was 
merely advisory, not binding. He 
charged council with a lack of 


courage and with listening to but 
not heeding the views of the peo¬ 
ple. Randy Schechter reminded 
council of the narrowness of the 
vote, which he said does not con¬ 
stitute a mandate. 

Council’s Response 

No council member offered a 
motion to block construction of 
the school pending a referendum. 
Council member Edward Putens 
said the city was “locked into” 
the new school. While he ex¬ 
pressed concern about the im¬ 
pact of the one-story plan, he 
said that the new school is need¬ 
ed and “our kids deserve it.” 

Council member Josenh Isaacs 
did not feel that the community 
had been misinformed. He said 
that there have been several 
meetings discussing the current 
plan and that the architect had 
“bent over backward to accom¬ 
modate the property line prob¬ 
lem” with the Laurel Hill resi¬ 
dents. He said that council had 
worked to preserve green space 
on the site, including requesting 
that the planned baseball field 
be dropped. He dismissed Gar¬ 
ten’s charge that his support for 
the school was a payback to 
school board representative Su¬ 
zanne Plogman for her support 
in his election campaign. He said 
that the majority of Greenbelters 
voted for the North End loca¬ 
tion and that he is supportive 
of that majority. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram noted council’s actions to 
purchase 184 acres of woodlands. 
Council showed courage, she 
said, in proceeding with condem¬ 
nation of Parcel 1 without any 
way to determine what price a 
jury might set. While she re¬ 
gretted the need to cut trees for 
the new school, she argued that 
citizens “need to weigh the bal¬ 
ance” between the tree loss and 
the benefits of the new school. 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White was dismayed by the staff 
evaluation of Garten’s petition. 
Agenda comments prepared by 
staff conclude. “Staff believes 
that the issue of a new school 
vs. a community center were well 
discussed prior to the bond ref¬ 
erendum and that a decision was 
reached by the residents of the 
city in an open democratic 
process.” White argued that 
there is indeed still an active 
issue, namely the imnact of the 
building on the site. He called it 
“somewhat awesome,” with the 
building practically in the back¬ 
yards of residents on Laurel Hill 
and Research Roads.

The “Stop Work Order” placed 
on the Sunrise Apartment pro¬ 
ject in early May is still in ef¬ 
fect, according to county attor¬ 
ney Michael Whalen, At issue is 
whether the Sunrise Limited De¬ 
velopment Partnership performed 
enough work to have vested 
rights to proceed with a high 
rise apartment building under the 
R-10 zone (maximum 48 units 
an acre) or whether development 
on the 10 acre tract must now 
conform to the R-18-C condomin¬ 
ium apartment zoning category 
(maximum 20 units an acre). 
When the county council, sitting 
as district council, on May 1 
adopted the Sectional Map 
Amendment (SMA) for Langley" 
Park, College Park and Green- 
belt, the Sunrise pronertv in 
Greenbeit East was downzoned 
to R-18-C. 

It appears that if the devel¬ 
oper had complied with county 
regulation—in particular those 
dealing with footings—prior to 
the adoption of the SMA, the 
developer will be allowed to build 
a 476-unit apartment complex in 
the R-10 zone. However, if it 
is determined that the developers 
had not complied before May 1, 
then the project must conform to 
the lower density zone. 

Whalen explained that the De¬ 
partment of Environmental Re¬ 
sources (DER) has been charged 
with determining “as best they 
can” whether two footings found 
on the site were poured prior 
to the SMA’s adoption, whether 
there are a sufficient number of 
footings in relation to the size 
of the project and whether the 
work conforms to existing 
construction standards. DER Dep¬ 
uty Director Joseph Healey told 
the News Review that Sunrise 
“engineers have been requested 
to provide letters and copies of 
concrete receipts” for both foot¬ 
ings. 

Documentation dealing with 
preparatory site work, contrac- 
tural obligations and design costs 
as well as verification “of sets 
of information provided by the 
city and developer” will also be 
considered by Whalen. 

The “Stop Work Order” was 
issued by the county after City 
Manager James K. Giese report¬ 
ed that he observed a “not fully 
cured” 30-foot long footing (later 
described by the county as a 
footing that supports a retain¬ 


ing wall and structure) on May 
3, two days after the SMA was 
adopted. 

Upon investigation, county in¬ 
spector Tom Woodhouse found, 
with the assistance of plans, a 
second footing 200 feet from the 
Sunrise property line, 200 feet 
south of Greenway Center and 
200 feet west of Greenway Vil¬ 
lage apartments, Woodhouse 
said “it was hard to find” be¬ 
cause the footing was covered by 
“plastic and straw and partially 
covered by a fallen tree.” This 
footing, he noted, was about 
three feet square and 48 inches 
in depth with “steel anchors to 
which steel support members will 
be anchored.” 

Healy noted that the devel¬ 
opers have informed the county 
“verbally” that this footing was 
poured in December 1989. more 
than four months before the 
SMA was adopted. According to 
the county inspection department, 
a building permit was issued in 
December 1989 and revised on 
May 1, 1990. 

Council Tidbits 

At its regular meeting on June 
14, the City Council: 

—Introduced an ordinance per¬ 
mitting employees receiving pro¬ 
motions to retain their pre¬ 
promotion anniversary dates for 
longevity pay increases. Assist¬ 
ant City Manager Michael P, 
McLaughlin told the News Re¬ 
view that this change was needed 
to avoid shortchanging employees 
who were promoted shortly be¬ 
fore their anniversary dates. He 
said that this problem was most 
severe in the police department. 

—Introduced legislation to in¬ 
crease the income eligibility limit 
for reduced refuse collection fees 
from the current $5,000 to 150% 
of the federal poverty level. This 
limit, which currently equals 
$8,970 for singles and $15,090 for 
a family of three, is the same 
as that used for the state sur¬ 
plus food program. 

—Approved hiring Greenhorne 
and O’Mara to develop a parks 
improvement plan for Buddy 
Attick Park, identifying current 
deficiencies and opportunities for 
improvements. Giese said that 
much of the planning process 
will be geared toward citizen 
input, including a public hear¬ 
ing early in the project. 
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Time for a Preserve 

Every now and again I am 
reminded of just how special 
a place Greenbelt is to live. It 
happened just recently. On June 
4 I attended my first Greenbelt 
Public Hearing. I enjoyed the 
community flavor and the inten¬ 
sity of the topic. But even more, 
I was overwhelmed by the pas¬ 
sionate concerns of the citizens. 
The issue discussed was the pos¬ 
sible construction of a storage 
compound near the end of Ham¬ 
ilton Place. This particular site 
is part of the 72 acres recently 
donated to Greenbelt for park¬ 
land. 

The storage compound, if built, 
would impose upon what is left 
of the green belt When citizens 
were given the opportunity to 
express their views regarding 
the proposal not one person 
spoke in favor. Thpir reasons 
varied but there was general 
consensus among the group 
What is going to stop construc¬ 
tion momentum once the first 
ribbon is cut? After all, there 
is talk of more; a salt dome, a 
100-unit apartment building, a 
perimeter “road” and a sports 
complex. 

It seems to me that Monday’s 
meeting was not simply about 
a storage compound. It was a

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! ! 

Sincf' -his is the time for overheating conditions and it's also the 
air condition season, we've seen some typical overheating condi¬ 
tions. In a diagnosis of these conditions, the first thing you 
have to determine is if the engine is overheating due to in¬ 
adequate air flow or due to a problem with the coolant flow. 
If your engine gets hot in traffic below 5 MPH, more than 
likely it’s getting ho-t from lack of air flow to the radiator 
or the radiator has lost it ability to dissipate the heat due 
to clogged cooling cores in the radiator. If your engine gets hot 
while moving and the air coming across the front end of your 
vehicle is adequate to cool the radiator, then the first thing to 
suspect Is a problem with the coo^n f flow, like the thermostat 
or the water pump. But the first thing to check is the integrity 
of the cooling system, its ability to ho„o coolant, and the last time 
you had a preventive maintenance check. No matter whether your 
vehicle is front wheel drive or rear wheel drive, this little format 
still applies.
